Air Force Secretary-Designate Believes - 
Space Activity Should

WASHINGTON CAPI — The 
Nixon defense team will have a 
civilian Air Force boss whose 
background suggests new em­ 
phasis on military space work. 
He is Dr. Robert C. Seamans 
Jr., a former top official of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and a professor 
at 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology, who was presented 
Monday along with two other 
men tabbed by Secretary of De­ 
fense-designate Melvin R. Laird 
as civilian 
secretaries of the 
Army and Navy.

Gov. John H. Chafee. a one-time 
Marine, was picked to replace 
Paul P . Ignatius as secretary of 
the Navy.

Finch, 
California’s 
Republi­ 
can lieutenant governor for the 
past two years, said that as “ a 
general proposition, we’ve prob­ 
ably concentrated too much on 
welfare” as -opposed to helping 


young persons achieve produc­ 
tive lives. 


“We know' what the problems 
are in higher education.” Finch 
explained. “ Probably the areas 
of real concern are in the public 
schools. We’ve got to begin to 
shake up elementary and sec­ 
ondary education.” 


One problem, Finch said, is 
that 
elementary schools don’t 
take television into account al­ 
though 
“ a 
child 
has perhaps 
2.000 or 3,000 hours before a TV 
set” before reaching school. 


Another problem, he said, is 
that for a young man with mili­ 
tary obligations, 
education 
is 
“ so strung out that most stay 
out of the real world until their 
mid-20s.”

One prominent educator adm its that our 
educational system is not adapted to the needs 
o f today. But it never has been, adds l.ee A. Du- 
Bridge, president of California Institute of Tech­ 
nology and recently chosen by Richard Nixon to 
be presidential science adviser.

today,** 
says Thi- 
Bridge. “It is OF the paM and it is FOR the fu­ 
ture.”

The troubles of today, the ghastly disrup­ 
tions and grisly scenes of violence which have 
taken place on som e cam puses, are not due Ut tile 
failures of our system , claim s Du Bridge, but to 
its successes. 
We have brought higher education to 50 
per cent of our young people, providing more and 
la tte r opportunities to more of them than at 
any tim e in history. W hy not loo per cent? 
Scholarship and research have shed light 
on m any problems which have puzzled the human 
intellect. W hy are some problems still unsolved?

A few hundred >ears ago no one understood 
anvilling about the nature of th e universe, and 
everyone w as apparently happy. Today we are 
overwhelmed with knowledge — and we scream 
with pain because we don’t know everything. 
Once our colleges taught almost nothing ex­ 
cept I .at in. Greek, philosophy, theology and jur­ 
isprudence. and they were regarded as the pin­ 
nacle^ of civilization. Today they teach every­ 
thing that the human mind has learned — and 
are accused of living in the Middle A ges. 
Because higher education has l>een so suc­ 
cessful in no m any areas, says DuBridge, it is 
now said to lie a colossal failure because success 
is not yet visible in every sphere of human con­ 
cern.

And yet. there are six million students now 
in college, and more are seeking adm ission every 
year. Am ericans are spending $15 billion a year 
on highf r education, and this w ill increase by IO 
per cent or more each year. 
When tim es are changing slowly, then past, 
present and future m erge into one continuous 
pattern. But in tim es of rapid change, the present 
appears to l>e a discontinuity between the past 
and and the future and no educational policy 
seem s adequate to bridge the gap. 
Turmoil is an inevitable characteristic of a 
rapidly changing world, 
tut an educational sy s­ 
tem not in turm oil, DuBridge points out. would 
be one that is surely dead. 
Im perfections there are. But these im per­ 
fections are going to be cured, says DuBridge, 
“ not by wrecking but by improving the structure 
which carries the torch of learning, the torch of 
civilization, on to future generations.”

Thirty year;: ago when stand­ 
ard A m erican bidding had taken 
on som ething like its current 
form there was a sim ple def­ 
inition of an ©'Jelling bid of 
three. It was m ade with a hand 
below opening bid strength but 
that would norm ally take six 
tricks if not vulnerable or seven 
tricks if vulnerable. This rule 
of two or rh’-ee has a lot of 
common som e back of it.

Natural Control To 
Get Rid Of Mosquitoes 


EAST LANSING ( A P '- Mich- 
tgan State University scientists 
are studying a mosquito control 
that gets at the disease-carrying 
insects from tile inside instead 
of the outside. 


The 
“ natural 
control” 
for 
floodwater mosquitoes is a tiny, 
worm-like nematode that 
acts 
like a parasite, getting inside 
the mosquito and either killing it 
or disrupting its 
reproductive 
cycle so that it cannot lay eggs 
and reproduce. 
Study of the nematode action 
—first uncovered more than four 
years ago by Robert F.W . Schro­ 
der, a graduate research assist­ 
ant in entomology— now is un­ 
der the direction of Dr. Dean L, 
Haynes, 
an 
entomology 
re­ 
searcher. 
Pesticide 
Haynes hopes to take advan­ 
tage of the nematode-parasite in 
lieu of costly and potentially 
hazardous pesticides. 
“ Right 
now 
the mosquitoes 
and the nematodes can be found 
as eggs in the soil in areas that 
will be flooded next spring,” 
Haynes says. 
“ At that time, the nematode 
larvae will somehow get inside 
the mosquitoes just after they 
hatch, stay small until the mos­ 


quito becomes adult, then feed 
I rapidly and grow to two to three 
times the length of the mos­ 
quito. 
U AAs the nematode grows, it 
virtually eats the inside out of 
the mosquito 
and 
kills 
it,’’ 
Haynes says.

He and his colleague current­ 
ly are raising both parasite and 
floodwater 
mosquitoes 
under 
controlled situations to see what 
can be done to increase the ne­ 
matodes’ effectiveness. 


“ We want to understand how 
this system operates so we can 
enhance the regulatory influence 
of this nematode,” Haynes says. 
“ In this way, we could acceler­ 
ate the natural control of the 
mosquito. 
“ But perhaps even more im­ 
portant,” 
he 
adds, 
“ we 
can 
learn enough about the system 
so that we won't disrupt this 
natural control mechanism and 
start an outbreak of mosqui­ 
toes.”
